FOR YOUR BENEFIT: 


All employees should take a new look at their income tax with- 
holding. If they don't, many of them will have too much tax withheld 
and they will get less take-home pay. 


There is a new law, the Revenue Act of 1971, that corrects much 
of the underwithholding experienced by many employees last year. To 
do this, it makes important changes in the withholding system. That 
is why you may need to change your withholding. 


Copies of the new Form W-4 explaining the new rules are obtainable 
from Supervisors and Department Heads; to claim new exemptions, Form 
W-4 should be filed with the Personnel Department.
